We, the Board of Superintendence of the City of Dublin 
Hospitals have the honour to submit to Your Excellency this 
our Sixty-first Annual Report under Statute 19 & 20 Viet 
cap. 110 passed on the 29th July, 1856, entitled Dublm 
Hospitals Regulation Act 

X, D U in STU y® ar endin g 81st March, 1919, we inspected all 
the Hospitals which receive grants from Parliament 
Viz. : 


1. Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

2. Steevens’ Hospital, 

3. Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

4. Cork Street Fever Hospital. 

5. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

(а) Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

(б) Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

(c) Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

6. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. Cooinbe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. The Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital ; and 

9. Royal Hospital for Incurables, which' receives a portion 

of the Coneordatum Fund. 

On these occasions we carefully observed and inquired into 
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4 Sixty-pat Report of the Board of Dublin Hospitals. 

the state and condition of each institution to ascertain that the 
wards were clean and well ventilated, that every provision 
was made for the treatment, comfort, and welfare of the 
patients, and that the several buildings were kept m good re- 
pair and in a sanitary condition. We made inquiries respect- 
ing the current expenses of each hospital and the system of 
purchasing, storing, cooling and issuing supplies ; we looked 
into the nursing arrangements, and into the means available in 
each hospital for the extinction of an outbreak of fire, and for 
the escape of the inmates in the event of such an occurrence, 
and in fact, into all such matters as might assist us in super- 
vising these hospitals, and in reporting thereon in accordance 
with the provisions of the 18th section of the Act of 19 & 20 
Viet., cap. 110. . 

In the Appendix are tables giving the following paticulars for 
each hospital during the year Table No. 1 is a Classified 
Return of the Diseases of Patients. No. 2 shows the number 
of Patients treated; the mortality; the average daily number 
in hospital, and the present extent of accommodation for each 
class of patients. No. 3 shows the several sources of income. 
No. 4 the several chief heads of expenditure. No. 5 the average 
cost per bed for maintenance and for establishment and for both 
combined, but exclusive of buildings and furniture. No. 6 
gives the price of articles supplied per contract. No. 7 gives 
the attendances of each member of the Board of Governors at 
the several meetings. 

A study of these tables, taken in conjunction with what we 
ourselves have observed, enables us to report that the hospitals 
under the Superintendence of this Board fulfil in an economical 
and thorough way the objects for which they were intended, 
and yet, that their efficiency is threatened owing to a failure of 
funds. Tlie cause and extent of this failure we herewith 
submit to Your Excellency. 


The Blouse of Industry Hospitals, viz. : 

(a) Hardwicke Never Hospital. 

(b) Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

(c) Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

These hospitals continue to do a vast amount of good work, 
and at our inspection we found every department in excellent 
working order. Their efficiency both as charitable and teach- 
ing institutions goes on increasing. The evidence presented 
to us of very careful attention bestowed on the smallest details in 
the wards spoke well for the efficiency of the probationers and 
nurses, and so for all concerned with their teaching. Of 
course the contrast between the antiquated wards of the Hard- 
wicke and Whitworth Hospitals, together with the short- 
comings of the Out-patient Department continue to strike one

THE WESTMOBELAND LOCK HOSPITAL. 

On inspection we found this hospital being ably conducted. 
I he wards, passages and basement were scrupulously clean 
and well ventilated. The bedding and the clothing of the 
patients were in a satisfactory condition. The scale of dietary 
is ample, and the various articles of food, including bread, 
meat, milk, butter, &c., which we examined were found, with- 
out exception, of good quality. The cooking is satisfactorily 
carried out, as is also the washing of soiled clothes. The 
patients, on being questioned, expressed themselves as well 
pleased with the way they were looked after, and they looked 
contented

THE 


ROTUNDA LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 


This institution continues wcfcthy rf to world-wide pre- 
eminence as a lying-in hospital. Motnntori ■ 
reigns here as naturally as does a routine of nut in the Gunis 
from which many of the patients come. We inspected 
every corner of it and beg to reiterate our often expired 
praise. In addition to doing what its name implies it toadies 
useful lessons to mothers as to the care ot their infants. H is 
i‘2,210 in debt. Any curtailment ol its work is unthinkable. 


THE COOMBE LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 

This institution, at one time in many ways the most backward 
of those under our superintendence, is now in the hrst lank, it 
has still, much to struggle with, but in spite of difficulties con- 
tinues to do excellent work. It is £6,303 m debt. It is 
situated in the poorest locality in Dublin. 


THE MEATH HOSPITAL AND COUNTY DUBLIN 
INEIBMARY. 

We made a thorough inspection of this hospital from garret 
to basement, and w r e were well pleased with the condition of 
everything we saw. Last year we expressed our agree- 
ment with the governors as to the inadvisability of closing beds, 
and we adhere to that opinion although there is ail overdraft of 
£15, 024. This institution, like the lying-in hospital just men- 
tioned, is situated in the Coombe, and it is expected also to cater 
for the County of Dublin. It is true that it gets £600 from 
Government; which is not very much for the vast amount of 
work it does, work so pressing and beneficent that its medical and 
surgical staff, men in the very front of the profession, are 
satisfied at present to give their services gratuitously as in the 
case of other hospitals.

THE ROYAL HOSPITAL FOR INCURABLES. 

, When other hospitals have done all they can for patients this 
institution comes on the scene. For all despondent people we 
would prescribe a visit to the Hospital for Incurables. We have 
said something 'of this sort before, but it cannot be repeated too 
often. Joyousness in all weathers and under all circumstances 
is a leading and constant feature of the place. During our in- 
spection we spoke to many of the patients and found that the 
mental attitude we have referred to was in no way assumed.

In order that 
the Dublin hospitals might bestow on the civilian populace 
claiming Stention at their hands, the complete treatment al 
soldiersmost properly received during the last four years and 
by complete we mean no case being sent away until all that 
c^be done for it had been done-tbe funds at present at 
their disposal would have to be largely augmented and we beg 
to add that if this were done it would probably be the most 
profitable expenditure of money ever made by any government. 
As things at present stand the manned workers dependent on 
.charity unless he is content to go to a Union Hospital. 

The preparation of this Report has been delayed owing to 
the printers’ strike, and the death of the late Secretary, bur- 
geon Tobin, which took place on the 31st August last.
